for her accomplishments and expertise; and

WHEREAS, Lorraine Fontana also worked as a tax preparer,

performing pro bono work as well as compensatory services; she

also taught information technology classes as an adjunct

professor at South Suburban College and Prairie State College;

WHEREAS, Lorraine Fontana was an active member in her

community; she served in a number of positions at her church,
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the Infant Jesus of Prague of Flossmoor; at her church, she

served as a Eucharistic Minister at church services and to the

sick and domiciled, prepared meals for the homeless, and

delivered and donated clothing and food to the needy, among

many other activities; she participated as a volunteer in

community events such as Flossmoor Fest, the Bloom Township

Fund Raisers and Reunions, the Ladies Auxiliary of the Chicago

Heights VFW, and local events to raise money for cancer

research; she also participated in numerous legislative and

local village political campaigns and served as an election

judge in her precinct in Flossmoor; and

WHEREAS, Lorraine Fontana was a committed member of the

Hooved Animal Foundation, an organization that cares for the

welfare of horses; she actively worked to give horses good

homes at children's ranches and various responsible owners; and

WHEREAS, Lorraine Fontana was a member of the South

Suburban Computer Society and the Telephone Pioneers of

America; she also served as a fundraiser for the White Sox

Charities; and
